DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record (Song, US PGPub 2006/0280320) teaches insulating certain 
components within a surface mountable electret condenser microphone for the 
purposes of reducing any damage caused by heat from a reflow soldering process. The 
prior art of record, when viewed alone or in combination fails to teach or suggest "an 
outer face of said case [being] coated by a nonmetallic material in which a deforming 
temperature is higher than a charge dissipating temperature of said dielectric layer that 
becomes said electret" as stated in independent claim 1 , inter alia. Applicant's 
arguments, filed June 9, 2009 notes a point of non-obviousness to differentiate the 
instant application from the disclosure of the prior art of record. Specifically, Applicant 
states that "Song... teaches away from the instant application. If the Office Action 
assertion was correct, Song would not have substantially changed the microphone 
production steps to provide the alleged nonmetallic materials within the case, and would 
have added the alleged nonmetallic materials outside of the case." (Remarks, page 2, 
end of the first full paragraph).
